While the new system of nominating candidates for office has 
resulted in giving us a dozen and more candidates for governor, and 
the senator, or would be senators,’are scarcely less numerous, the 
rest of the offices go begging. Even the congressmen are in most 
instances to return to Washington with only a proforma election. In 
the case of several of our representatives that is only natural. The 
people realize, for instance, that it would be impossible in this district 
to improve on Congressman Curry. He has made a thorough and 
faithful public official, as he always does, and there is no possibility 
of defeating him. Congressman Raker has also very little reason to 
fear that he will not get another term, and former Congressman Need- 
ham, having very unwisely moved to San Diego for the purpose of 


re-election of Church of Fresno, although his vote on many questions 
has been against the interests of California and he has shown himself 
a subservient tool of the administration, a man who would vote under 
orders for the sake of getting a few postoffice appointments. Nolan 
in San Francisco also is to have no opposition, and Stephens of Los 
Angeles is equally fortunate.

A DISREPUTABLE DETECTIVE AGENCY. 


The Burns detective agency is about to sue Yuba county for 
$11,000 fees claimed by the concern when it was supposed to be inves- 
tigating the Hopland riots. The Board of Supervisors of Yuba county 
have very sensibly refused to audit the claims and their chance of | 
being paid is slim. 

The permission to private detective agencies to operate in this 
country is one of the outrages that should be stopped. No police 
powers should be given to private individuals, and if the public 
police force is not competent to do its duty it should be removed atid 
competent men employed. Every one knows that the private detect- 
ive agencies are the most infamous institution in the country? They 
are always engaged in more or less nefarious business, and they can 
be hired to convict any one and on any charge if the pay is enough. 

No one who has watched the private detective agencies for any 
time would believe one of their employes on oath, and of the whole 
outfit none are more unworthy of belief thah those controlled by Wil- 
liam Burns, who was forced to run away down south the other day 
like the coward he is, when he attempted to carry out some of his 
illegal and villanous schemes in that part of the country. He was 
employed by a very rich man, who is accused of murder to dispar- 
age and disgrace the memory of the girl he killed, and in pursuit of 
that task, which must have been very congenial to the fellow, he 
undertook to go personally into one of the Georgia towns where the 
girl had lived. But the people down there have no use for that breed 
of pests known as detectives and they speedily got busy with Burns, 
who, like the whipped cur that he is, was glad to get out of town as 
quickly as possible. Burns is not any better or worse than the rest 
of the outfit. He is only less scrupulous, and when the true story 
of the graft cases and other matters are written up by the future 
historian of San Francisco and the mysterious death of Chief of 
Police Biggy is explained, there will be some startling revelations 
about detectives and their methods, and the only thing to be regret- 
ted is that by that time Burns may have met a judge whom he ean 
not fool or intimidate and may be suffering as he deserves in a prison 
from which there is no escape.

The traction tracks are on 
one side of the street instead of in 
the middle, and the corporation says 
that it has no money available in the 
treasury at the present time to make 
the change. 

A conference is to be called some- 
time during the coming week be- 
tween the traction officials and the 
city officials of Richmond to take up 
the matter of various st®eet improve- 
ments, and it is probable that some 
solution will be determined upon to 
permit the improvement of the dis- 
puted section of the state highway 
project.

An enthusiastic and interesting 
meeting of the Women’s Christian 


Temperance Union was held yester- 
day afternoon in the Presbyterian 
church, when the question of moral 
training for children was discussed. 

Mrs. Harriet Dixon gave a brief 
outline of the origin and organiza- 
tion of the W. C. T. U. in the early 
seventies. A general discussion of the 
situation in the territory of this state, 
which voted dry under the initiative, 
took place, as well as a lengthy talk 
on the various cities and towns which 
have gone dry and those which are 
wet and the working out of the high 
license and strict regulation plan.

The meeting closed with a most 
interesting and instructive address 
by Dr. W. R. Scroggs on alcohol in 
the practice of medicine from a pure- 
ly scientific standpoint. He does not 
consider heredity or inherited ap- 
petite as great a factor as some, but 
he recognizes neurotic tendencies, epi- 
leptic conditions and idiocy as very 
often the result of alcoholism. 

Up-to-date physicians now consider 
alcohol, not as a real stimulant, but 
chiefly valuable as an antiseptic and 
a solvent. Gin, being 82 per cent 
alcohol, seems to te the form of it 
that is used most frequently by 
households. In drinking coca .cola 
one uses cocaine, and the 
headache cures are more dangerous 
than helpful. :

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ISSUE HISTORY 
IS RELATED 


(By A. J. TIMMONS.) 

It would seem unnecessary to say 
anything on a subject that has al- 
ready been so long before the people 
of Richmond, but that such is not 
the case is shown by the questions 
asked by some of the pedple who vis- 
ited the water district's demonstra- 
tion filter plant on Sixth street. 

So, for the benefit of any not fully 
informed on the subject, the facts are 
repeated in this brief statement. 

The Richmond Municipal Water 
District was formed by an election of, 
the people in December, 1912, and. 
five directors elected. These five, 
with one appointee each from the 
Richmond City Council and the Con 


tra Costa County Board of Supervis- 
ors, constitutes the governing board. 

The bounds of the district includé 
the city of Richmond and the old 
town of San Pablo, with the Stege 
and Rust communities ag far as the 
couhty line. 

The purpose of the moyement is to 
secure to the community a water 
supply, owned by and operated for 
the people themselves, 

The causes leading up to the for- 
mation of the district were several. 
The generally unsatisfactory quality 
and inadequate quantity of the pres- 
ent water supplies and the difficulty 
of making extensions to serve new 
territory were important reasons, but 
underlying all was the strong desire 
for public ownership, which has 
Proven such a success in other cities 
that have adopted it. Public owner- 
ship has quite generally improved 
conditions and there are practically 
no instances where once undertaken 
it has been abandoned. 

Since their organization the Rich- 
mond water board has studied the 
water situation both locally and from 
a broader general aspect. With their 
engineers, they have investigated the 
cost and desirability of all available 
sources for this district, and after 
due deliberation have selected the 
Sacramento filtered water project as 
the most feasible and as practically 
the only source which fully meets all 
the requirements of the district and 
the cost of. which will come within 
their means. 

We cannot all be specialists, even 
if we would. For most things, we 
must take somebody’s word. We ap- 
point experts to study technical sub- 
jects for us and, not doubting their 
integrity and ability, we accept their 
findings and follow their advice, 
checking it by such means as we have 
in our own resources. 

The voters have chosen the men 
on the water commission to study 
the water problems of this commu- 
nity.
